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BREAD  GRAINS 

Australian  wheat  situation 

The  Australian  commo wealth  government  has  arranged  to  give  wheat  growers 
assistance  up  to  an  amount  of  i3, 000, 000  (about  $12,000,000  at  current  exchange) 
according  to  Consul  General  John  Caldwell  at  Sydney.     The  money  is  raised  in 
large  part  by  a  sales  tax  on  flour  of  M:5s  approximately ($17.00 )  a  ton  with  the 
balance  coming  from  state  revenue;  the  former  is  expected  to  yield  about 
£1,600,000  or  $6,400,000  and  the  latter  LI ,400,000  or  about  $5,600,000.  The 
appropriation  to  growers  is  expected  to  be  on  an  acreage  basis  and  would  amount 
to  around  4  shillings  or  SO  cents  an  acre.    On  the  basis  of  average  yields  in 
Australia  this  would  be  equivalent  to  nearly  7  cents  a  bushel  at  current  exchange 
rates. . 

Wheat  harvest!  rg  has  been  delayed  in  all  of  the  states  this  season  and 
while  some  districts  report  good  outturns,  the  commonwealth  estimate  is  still 
placed  at  160,000,000  bushels,  according  to  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  at  Rome.  .  Western  Australia  which  usually  accounts  for  a  little  less 
than  a  quarter  of  the  total  crop  reports  very  satisfactory  harvest  results  this 
season;  Victoria  which  generally  produces  a  similar  amount  is  expected  to  have 
an  average  yield  though  the  quality  has  been  reduced  in  some  parts  by  discolora- 
tion and  low  test  weight;  reports  from  South  Australia  vary  but  an  average  yield 
is  expected  -  this  state  during  the  five  years  1928-1932  accounted  for  about  20 
percent  of  the  total  Australian  crop;  in  New  South  Wales,  the  most  important 
wheat  state  with  nearly  a  third  of  the  total  crop  on  the  average,  harvest  results 
have  not  been  very  satisfactory  and  much  of  the  reduction  from  the  1932-33  common- 
wealth total  of  213,288,000  bushels  will  be  in  this  state. 


FEED  GRAINS 
Temporary  embargo  on  feed  jgrains  in  Sweden 

The  Swedish  government  on  December  21, '1933,  announced  a  temporary 
prohibition  against  the  importation  of  oats,  corn  ,   barley,  and  other  feed  grains 
as  well  as  other  products  which  could  be  ground  for  feeding  purposes,  according 
to  Information  from  United  States  and  Commerce  officials  there..   The  decree  became 
effective  on  December  23,  and  will  continue  until  further  notice.     The  future 
action  of  the  government  is  expected  to  be  based  on  recommendations  of  the  Grain 
Scard,  which  will  seek  relief  from  the  unfavorable  conditions  in  the  domestic 
bread  grain  market  resulting  from  a  large  bread  grain  surplus  caused  by  the  large 
1932  and  1933  grain  crops  in  Sweden.     Special  import  licenses  covering  the  feed- 
stuff s  will  be  granted  only  in  oases  where  imports  of  any  of  these  products  are 
found  absolutely  necessary.    The  recommendations  of  the  Grain  Board  now  being 
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considered  include  a  limitation  of  imports,  special  taxation  of  fodder  imports, 
and  a  compulsory  mixing  of  imported  feedstuffs  with  Swedish  grain.    The  Grain 
Board  points  out  that  there  is  virtually  no  other  means  of  disposing  of  the  bread 
grain  surplus  than  as  cattle  feed  and  this  outlet  is  rather  limited. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

Germany  maintains  fair  demand  for  lard 

An  improved  demand  for  lard  was  in  prospect  for  late  January  in  Germany, 
according  to  Consul  L.  L.  Schnare  at  Hamburg.    Low  American  prices  and  the  low 
exchange  position  of  the  dollar  have  made  it  possible  to  retail  American  lard 
at  80  pfenning  (27.31  cents)  per  pound  in  recent  weeks.    The  trade,  however, 
has  expressed  some  fear  that  the  government  Bureau  of  Oils  and  Eats  may  find 
it  necessary  to  assume  control  over  lard,  probably  including  some  limitation 
of  imports.    Domestic  production  of  neutral  lard  has  been  so  increased  as  to 
warrant  the  utilization  of  that  product  in  margarine  to  the  extent  of  10 
percent  of  the  output  as  against  the  former  rate  of  5  percent.    This  step  is 
expected  to  expand  the  outlet  for  fat  hogs. 

South  Africa  ships  less  wool  at  higher  values 

Grease  wool  shipments  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  reached  only 
79,011,000  pounds  for  the  period  July-November  1933,  according  to  fool  Specialist 
H»  E.  Reed  at  London.    That  figure  compares  with  the  corresponding  1932  shipments 
of  112,084,000  pounds  and  43,375,000  pounds  in  1931.    The  average  price  paid  in 
the  1933  period,  however,  was  21.02  cents  per  pound  against  8.71  cents  in  1932 
and  10.98  cents  in  1931.    Part  of  the  advance  in  1933  over  the  2  preceding  years 
was  the  result  of  the  departure  of  the  Union  from  the  gold  standard  in  December 
1932.    A  reduced  clip,  however,  also  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  improved 
market.    Most  of  the  usual  buyers  of  South  African  wool  took  less  in  1933  than 
in  the  1932  period.    Exports  to  Japan,  while  of  minor  importance,  were  more  than 
double  the  1932  figures.    Small  exports  to  the  United  States  also  appear  in  the 
1933  figures  against  none  in  1932. 

Wool  offerings  for  sale  at  Union  ports  from  July  1  to  December  9,  1933 
totaled  279,182  bales,  of  which  76  percent  were  sold.    The  offerings  were  about 
27  percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  1932  period,  but  the  percentage 
sold. showed  little  change.    Rail  receipts  at  Union  ports,  expressed  in  weight, 
reached  about  107,000,000  pounds  in  the  period  July-November  1933  against 
151,000,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  1932  period.    The  decline  indicates  a 
decrease  of  about  30  percent  below  1932  figures,  and  also  about  20  percent  below 
the  volume  regarded  as  normal.    Total  port  stocks  of  wool  on  November  30,  1933 
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stood  at  86,289  bales  against  126,248  bales  a  year  earlier.    Of  the  1933  total, 
35,844  bales  were  unsold  and  50,443  bales  were  sold  and  awaiting  shipment.'  The 
corresponding  1932  figures  were  67,278  bales  and  58,970  bales  respectively, 
Offerings  and  auctions  have  been  below  normal  so  far  this  season.  Drought, 
followed  by  excessive  rains,  have  reduced  the  current  wool  clip. 

Germany  considers  wool  trade  control 

Regulations  governing  the  German  wool  industry  are  regarded  as  a  proba- 
bility for  the  near  future,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache  D.  F. 
Christy  at  Berlin.    Such  a  step  woTild  seek  to  secure  an  improved  outlet  for' 
domestic  wool,  and  would  be  in  line  with  other  official  activities  designed  to 
improve  the  returns  to  German  agricultural  producers.    Arrangements  now  in 
effect  giving  German  wool  producers  prices  about  30  percent  above  world  market 
prices  have  not  proved  entirely  satisfactory,  since  the  higher  domestic  prices 
have  tended  to  reduce  the  demand  for  German  wool.    It  is  anticipated  that  any 
new  measures  would  include  the  compulsory  utilization  of  the  domestic  product, 
which,  now  covers  only  aboiit  6  percent  of  the  national  requirements.    Any  new 
scheme  also  would  have  to  take  into  account  the  competitive  position  of  German 
wool  products  in  export  markets. 

South  African  mohair  exports  up 

Exoorts  of  mahair  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  since  July  1  have  been 
materially  heavier  than  in  the  two  preceding  seasons,  according  to  figures 
recently  received  from  Wool  Specialist  H.  E.  Reed  at  London.    Eor  the  five 
months  July-November  1933,  such  exports  reached  7,826,000  pounds  against  4,516,000 
pounds  in  the  corresponding  1932  months  and  only  1,577,000  pounds  in  the  same 
period  of  1931.    The  average  price  of  the  1933  exports  was  12.27  cents  per  pound 
against  only  6.62  cents  for  1932.    Great  Britain  maintained  its  position  of  lead- 
ing buyer,  taking  5,581,000  pounds  in  1933  against  4,248,000  pounds  a  year  earlier 
Exports  to  the  United  States  advanced  to  2,036,000  pounds  after  having  been 
negligible  in  the  two  preceding  years.    The  scattered  sales  to  other  countries 
showed  little  change  in  1933. 

Receipts  of  mohair  at  ports  by  rail  for  the  five  1933  months  indicated 
reached  5,115,000  pounds  against  a  corresponding  figure  of  4,540,000  pounds 
in  1932.    On  November  30,  1933,  port  stocks  of  mohair  stood  at  only  11,988 
bales  against  15,374  bales  on  Jtine  30,  1933.    That  month  was  the  first  in  which 
official  stock  figures  became  available.    Of  the  November  stocks,  6,805,000 
bales  were  sold  and  awaiting  shipment,  while  5,183  bales  were  not  yet  sold.  ^  The 
corresponding  June  30  figures  were  9,310  bales  and  6,064  bales.    The  trade  is 
particularly  interested  in  the  revival  of  mohair  movement  to  the  United  States.

South  American  wool  exports  increase 

Total  wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  reached  141,000  bales 
for  the  period  October -December  1933,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.     That  figure  was  17,6  percent 
larger  than  the  corresponding  1932  total,  principally  as  a  result  of  a 
markedly  larger  movement  of  wool  this  season  from  Uruguay.     The  1933  exports 
from  Argentina  were  vary  slightly  larger  than  the  1952  comparative  figures. 
For  Uruguay,  however,  the  advance  over  1932  amounted  to  an  increase  of  nearly 
53  percent.    Heavy  increases  in  exports  to  Great  Britain  the  United  States 
and  Japan  have  featured  the  current  export  movement  from  Uruguay.    Last  season 
up  tc  December  31  no  such  wool  had  been  sent  to  the  United  States,     See  export 
table,  page  133. 

Belgium  retains  free  entry  for  lard 

So  far,  Belgium  has  placed  no  import  duty  or  quota  restrictions  on 
lard  imports,  according  to  Consul  W.  H.  B«ach  at  Antwerp.    All  other  items  of 
the  provision  trade,  however,  are  subject  to  import  licensing,  and  there  appears 
to  be  a  general  expectation  of  the  extension  of  licensing  to  include  lard. 
Belgian  imports  of  lard  reached  17,414,000  pounds  for  the  first  10  months  of 
1933  against  8,856,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1932.    United  State 
lard  comprised  a  considerably  larger  share  of  the  1935  total  than  in  the  preced- 
ing year,  the  1933  imports  from  America  reaching  9,290,000  pounds,  with 
7,511,000  pounds  credited  to  the  Netherlands. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Germany  to  control  marketing  of  dairy  products 

A  new  organization  to  control  the  marketing  of  dairy  products  has  been 
worked  out  in  Germany,  according  to  Consul  L.  L.  Schnare  at  Hamburg.  When 
the  new  control  becomes  effective  butter  and  other  dairy  products  will  be  avail- 
able only  through  the  government  monopoly,  which  will  set  prices  and  control 
imports.     The  control  was  created  principally  in  the  interest  of  domestic  butter 
prices  of  which  have  been  aided  considerably  already  by  the  measures  talc  en  to 
control  the  prices  and  production  of  butter  substitutes,  together  with  the  high 
import  duties  imposed  on  lard  which,,  in  Germany,  is  directly  competitive  with 
butter.     In  1933,  butter  imports  into  Germany  x'eprosented  about  10  percent  of 
the  total  consumed.     It  is  held  that  those  imports  hindered  the  efforts  of  the 
government  to  raise  the  domestic  price  of  butter.  . 
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UNITED  STATES  AGPJ CtTLTUPAL  EXPORTS  LOW  IN  DECEMBER 

Expressed,  as  an  index  number,  the  volume  of  United  States  exports  of 
agricultural  products  for  the  month  of  December,  1933  stood  at  109,  a  duplicate 
of  the  index  reached  in  December,  1930  but  otherwise  the  lowest  December  index 
.during  the  last  20  years.    With  cotton  excluded,  the  export  position  also  held 
at  a  low  leval  though  recording  a  gain  over  the  low  index  for  December  a  year 
ago..    Cotton  exports  fell  off,  the  index  standing  at  120,  the  lowest  monthly 
index  since  August,  1933  and  the  lowest  December  index  since  1930.    Japan  was 
again  the  principal  outlet  but  along  with  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Prance 
took  very  much  less  than  during  the  corresponding  month  of  1932. 

Though  still  considerably  below  the  prewar  level,  exports  of  wheat  and 
flour  advanced  to  76,  the  highest  monthly  index  since  June  1932,  the  total  exports 
for  the  month  amounting  to  6,376,000  bushels  more  than  two-thirds  of  which  was 
sent  to  China  and  Japan.    Unmanufactured  tobacco  Biferie  an  excellent  showing  with 
an  index  of  191,  the  second  highest  monthly  index  f'nee  October,  1930.  Expdrts 
of  bright  flue-cured  both  for  the  mouth  and  for  the  six  months  ended  December 
31  were  much  above  those  of  a  year  ago,  the  advance  in  value  being  the  more  pro- 
nounced.   For  the  six  months,  July  1- December  31,  the  average  export  value  of 
bright  flue-cured  rose  from  18.7  cents  ner  pound  in  1932  to  25.9  cents  per  pound 
in  1933. 

The  index  for  fruit  was  329,  considerably  above  the  corresponding  month 
of  1931  and  1932.    Fresh  and  dried  apples,  fresh  pears  and  dried  apricots  were  in 
greatest,  demand.    Exports  of  lard  recorded  about  the  usual  seasonal  advance  but 
foreign  purchases  of  cured  pork  were  limited*

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RUSSIAN  OTTER  GRAIN  SOWINGS  SHOW  INCREASE 

The  area  sown  to  winter  wheat  in  the  autumn  of  1933  for  1934  harvest 
is  estimated  at  29,785,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  more  than  1,700,000  acres  as  compared  with  the  area 
sown  in  the  autumn  of  1932,  "but  a.  decrease  of  more  than  2,500,000  acres  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  peak  year,  1931.    The  sowings  were  below  the  plan  for 
this  season  to  the  extent  of  1,350,000  acres.    This  plan  itself  was  reduced 
by  nearly  5,000,000  acres  compared  with  the  large  1932-33  plan  of  36,101,000 
acres  which  in  turn  was  1,000,000  acres  below  the  plan  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  official  -elans  for  the  expansion  of  the  Russian  winter  wheat  acreage, 
notwithstanding  their  reduction  from  year  to  year,  have  not  materialised  dur- 
ing the  lost  three  years.    Thus  the  current  Russian  winter  wheat  acreage  is 
not  far  above  that  of  1930-31,  up  to  which  time  a  considerable  expansion  was 
taking  pla.ee . 

Delayed  and  untimely  sowings  with  the  consequent  unfavorable  effects 
on  yields  have  constituted  a  serious  problem  during  the  last  few  years. 
While  the  situation  has  improved  during  the  Jajitumn  sowing  campaign  in  the 
northern  and  central  regions,  where  winter  rye  predominates,  this  was  not 
the  case  in  the  southern  winter  wheat  regions.    Thus  by  October  10,  when  the 
sowings  in  the  important  winter  wheat  regions  of  Ukraine,  North  Caucasus  and 
Crimea,  should  have  been  completed,  the  plan  was  only  fulfilled  to  the  extent 
of  78,35  and  46  percent  respectively  for  these  regions. 

The  winter  rye  acreage  this  season  which  is  estimated  at  60,318,000 
acres  has  continued  the  downward  tendency  manifested  since  1930.     In  the  case 
of  winter  rye,  however,  unlike  that  of  winter  wheat,  there  is  no  effort  by 
the  government  to  expand  the  acreage,  but  on  the  contrary  to  replace  rye  by 
wheat  in  a.  number  of  regions.    Rye  and  wheat  constitute,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  acreage  sown  to  barley  and  industrial  crops,  the  entire  Russian 
winter  acreage.    Rye  practically  is  all  sown  in  the  winter  in  the  Soviet 
Union.    Winter  wheat,  on  the  other  hand,  constitutes  about  a  third  of  the 
total  Russian  wheat  a.crea=:e.
